Carder, attacked by Indians at his farm below the mouth of Hacker's 
Creek in the year 1794; no one was killed there but two days later 
the same band killed four sons of Jacob Cozad on Hacker's Creek. 
This Carder family were Kathryn Hensler's maternal ancestors. The 
Carders are said to have come from Culpepper County, Va.; two of 
Mrs. Hensler's g.g. uncles were well known doctors in Weston and 
Clarksburg. Also included in Mrs. Hensler's ancestors are the 
Moffett family who lived on Kinchelo Creek on a farm owned by 
Randolph Carder and sold to his son-in-law Horatio Moffett. Mrs. 
Hensler has a complete history of that family back to Scotland and wd 
northern Ireland.

Although Mrs. Byers is very much interested in the history of 
Hacker's Creek, she is unable to attend this meeting. Descended 
from the Hughes, Jackson and Westfall families, she give these 
interesting facts: 


"Early records show Hughes immigrants came from Wales. 1675 - 
obtained land grant from King Charles II for tract of land on James 
River which was named Hughes Creek in Powhaten, Va. Settlers from 
Hacker's Creek, Wm, White, Wm. Hacker, Jesse Hughes and John 
Cutright in i772 attacked Capt. Bull, a Delaware chief, killed Bull 
and other’ occupants of village in Braxton Co. 6 years later Indians 
visited Hacker's Creek and killed Thomas Hughes Sr., Jonathan 
Lowther and Isaac Washburn. Martha Hughes was captured by Indians 
on Dec. 5, 1787; she remained in captivity until the next year when 
her father ransomed her. Edward West Sr. was thomahawked,
